Washington. D. C.—The explana- 


tion has been advanced by tho ex- 
perts that the wonderfully acurate 
character of tho engraving of the en- 
graving on the One. Kive. and Ten 
dollar greenbacks of tho 190-1 Issue. 
•which ore causing so .much uneasi- 
ness In the Treasury just now. Is duo 
to the notes being "spurious" and 
not counterfeits; In fact the conclus- 
ion 
has 
been almost 
Indefinitely 


reached by experts that these bills 
Instead of being the work of sonic 
patient and clever engraver of coun- 
terfeit money, have been or are being 
printed from Government plates stol- 
en from the Tiureau of Kngravlng. It 
Is In this latter probability that their 
"fipurlonsness" would 
be. as bills 


printed from Oovornmont plates can- 
not be called counterfeits. 
Tho en- 


graving Is practically (lawless, and 
as the bills are printed on paper with 
silk threads In It. the same kind the 
Oovrrnment uses, makes them exact 
duplicates of the genuine. The Chief 
of Secret Service and all his assist- 


ants havo been hunting a long time 
for the .printers of them, dangerous 
duplicates, but without success, and 
Investigations have been held to llnd 
out If possible, by what surreptitious 
means tiie plates wore got out of the 
l!nr<juii of Ungravlng.

locks were attached to It, 
so that 


three olllelals 
were present were 


picsent when It was operated. • lint 
In late years some ofllcer concluded 
that one lock wait sulllclent, conso- 
nently tho others were done away 
with. 
This left It a comparatively 


easy matter for the .secret operation 
of the cylinder press and tho making 
of duplicate platen from which tho 
Hpnrlous notes could be printed.

No doul/t they are 
careful about tllol*- customers, and 
who'they take Into confidence, and 
any person who Is fortunate enough 
to gain tho confidence, of these ras- 
cals, and gets the chanco 
to buy 


these duplicate bills, which nro no 
doubt disposed of at a fair discount, 
can certainly make all 
the money 


they want at Uncle Sam's expense. 


A great many people think ho Is 


rich and can stand-the loss, and be- 
sides ho ha.i a little margin on the 
people, as there ore lost by flro. ship- 
wreck and otherwise 
thousands of 


<|ollais every year, which will never 
havo to be redeemed by the Treas- 
ury; the people who lose them stand 
tho loss.

In most cases actual family 
expense books have been kept for 
her extending over four to six weeks. 


There'has been ono famous Inves- 


tigation In York. England 
by Mr. 


Rountree. and another In Ixmdon by 
Mr. Booth. This In New York dif- 
fers from both by not being Inclusive 
of so large n territory, but embracing 
more aspects of the situation. 
The 


judgment of the Investigator In sic- 
k-ctlng tho typical cases Is very vital 
to render the figures arrived at,from 
the selected canes a fair exhibit of 
the whole.

In the prelim- 
inary staccv to strengthen himself in 
his wenk points for the long nnd try- 
Ing campaign ahead.

culiar fact that erery player of tho na- 
tional game has his weak points. The

of the bat In the bauds of "Sandow"

picture drawn from n photo. Mertes Is 
close to tho top of the list of heavy 
hitters. Ho says: "Hold the bat well 
back from the plate mid swing the 
weight of the, body into your stroke, 
ns well ns the strength nnd weight of 
the nrms nnd shoulders. 
Keep your 


eye on the ball up to the very moment 
you meet It with the bat; also-grasp 
the bat.n short distance from the end 
of. tliejmndle— not at the extreme end, 
as do some players. By following this 
rule you will hit more accurately."

chances of developing Into stellar play- 
ers by not*learning to bend nt the 
UnoesT when low balls or drops nro 
pitched. By so doing they can put tholr 
eyes closer to .the' lino of tho ball, 
gauging it more accurately, and they 
can see under-the batsman's nrm and 
bat obtaining n better view of men on 
bases. If tho catcher bends from the 
waist for a low ball, holding his knees 
stiff, he must .strain his eyes upward 
to watch base runners; also ho sees the 
approaching ball from above rather 
thnn from In front, nnd ho Is unable to 
ascertain Its course ns easily ns would 
have been the case of a bend from tho 
knees.

In addition, tho catcher cnn Invaria- 


bly throw or snap tlie ball more quick- 
ly to the bases from hls'bctidcd knees, 
If bend he must. 
If ho leans away 


down from the waist to scoop up tho 
low bnll ho must straighten himself 
and get Into throwing position before 
bo can attempt to abut off a daring 
runner.
